On day when Bishop William 
While was paMing the corner of 

Kifihand Market Streets, his atten- 
tion was drawn to a crowd that had 
gathered around a little boy. The 
good bmhop, who had then reached 
the evening Ol his years, but who 
I ively concerned in almost 
•very movement of a philanthropic 
nature, was known to most of his 

fellow citizens by sight, particularly 
in that neighborhood. It was his 

habit, too, lo walk about quietly 
and slowly and note in a kindly, 
practical way any case of distress 
among the poor, to oiler a bit of 

d advice ami to give substantial 
encouragment to the friendless. A 
rich merchant once said of him that 
he was Hie only man he could envy, 

for he himself, with all his money, 

couldn't buy the look which would 

.i half the faces of any crowd 
into which the bishop might ohaooe 

to enter. 

And so il was that when his tall 

figure and lino coiiulenani 

D in I he crowd which surrounded 
the lad at Fifth and Market Streets, 

the people Instinctively made way 

for him.

that David <L Setxas, 11 humane 
Israelite, was then calling attention 
lo the need of a public refuge for 
the care and training of the deaf 
and dumb, having opened a house 

for that, purpose on Market street. 
Sixteenth, and thai the Bishop 

had consented (,o become president, 
ol the society from out of which the 
Seixas movement soon afterward 

developed into the present Penn- 
sylvania Institution for the Deaf and 

I )innb. 

Accordingly he informed the So- 
ciety of his purpose to have 
the boy given over to its care. 
Hut it, was necessaiy to net the 
consent of the man who insisted 
that, he was the brother, and after 
some persuasion it was given, but 
not willingly. It was with the con- 
dition however, that, he could- have 
the boy again, for he declared 
that he was going to Virginia and 
would come back to Philadelphia 

with that purpose. 

* * * * 

Every effort was then made to 
secure from the boy some sign or 
token Of what he knew concerning 
his parentage, his birthplace or his 
home. He succeeded in signifying 
that Davis was not his brother, and, 

Indeed, that person was never after- 
ward seen lure Hill all attempts 

a clue to the waif's r*al name 

oi the place in which he had lived 
were futile. I'nder the care of his 
new custodians be showed thai his 
talent for drawing and sketching 
was more ihan ordinary; they In- 
instructeil him as well as a deaf- 
mill mid then be trained; bill the 

seoretof hii past still eluded them. 

Meanwhile, he continually made 
use of his crayon, and seems to 
have been urged lo draw objects 
or scenes which he had in his 
memory. It was thus that, he made 
a sketch of a little town with a 
river Mowing by, and one day a 
visitor at the institution declared 
that it resembled his own town of 
Steubenville, Ohio. This was al, 
least a ray of light on the mystery. 
After an interval anothei visitor 
from Steubenville made his appear- 
ance, and the expression on the 
face of the boy when he saw him 
was one of instant recollection. Hut, 
the man from Ohio could not, 

recall the features of the deaf-mute 

nor could he give any Information 

about, him. At this point, tho boy 

ly reached for a panel] and 

few minutes sketched a 
dwelling house. The Steubenville 
man looked at it and was surprised 
to find that it represented his own 

home. 

* * * * 

Then the boy sketched a street 
scene, paying great attention lo a 
house in it, and the visitor laved 
his memory as he looked at, il lo 
find whether ho could summon up 

its counterpart. Light, began to 

dawn upon his mind. He was able 
to rememlier such a house, that it 

had been onoe occupied by a widow; 

thai the widow had a child that, had 
been born deaf and dumb, and that 
her name was Mrs. Nowsam. An 
investigation was made at Steu- 
benville, and the facts of the iden- 
tity ol the boy were soon obtained. 

It appeared that his father had 
been a boatman on the Ohio 
bill had lost his life in an accident 
ami lhal soon af'erward his widow 

gave birth to a boy. A few yean 

afterward she died, and theorphan, 
who had been named Albert, fell 
into the liandl of an innkeeper, who 

treated bim kindly, it was here that 
ho began sketching with his pencil 
to the delight of the innkeeper, who 
mat veiled at the gift,. Il attracted 
the particular notice of a deaf-mute, 
who happened to tarry at the inn, 
and who after declaring that he was 
able tO take care of the little chap, 
induced the host to part with him. 
BOOn as Ihe stranger got 
Albeit away from Steubenville he 
set him lo the task of making pic- 
lures with chalk on walls, fences, 

sidewalks, and then directed the 
attention of people to the juvenile 
wonder, or his little biolhor, as he 
Called him. Steubenville then seem- 
ed us far from Philadelphia as Den 
vet , and wherever the boy- 



gave an exhibition money was forth- 
coming in response to the plea that, 
Ihe wanderers wanted to earn 
enough to make their journey to 
the metropolis. And so it was that, 
they at, last, reached tin* far off city 
when good Hishop White first saw 
them in front of the Market Street 

watch box.

The managers of the school re- 
Solved to give Ihe fellow the best 
tuition they could afford. The rom- 
ance of his Identification had made 
him one of the most interesting of 
their pupils. At, this time the self- 
taught Qeorge Oatein,who afterward 

became famous as a painter of pie- 
t ures illusl rating Indian life and cus- 
toms, was living in Philadelphia, 
and from him, as well as from liiid- 
porl, the miniature portrait painter, 
the deaf-mute was taught how lo 
exercise his gift, artistically. A 
special hold for his talent had just 
begun to be opened. 

The art of drawing on stone with 
a chemically prepoared ink or 
crayon, and prod using therefrom 
printed copies, had become known 
in Philadelphia, and the first stone 
so used had not long before been 
presented by Thomas Dobson to 
Ihe Ameiican Philosophical Society 
The keen perceptions and delicate 

touch of the «ieaf-miite qualified 
him especially for this new branch 
of pictorial production. Colonel 
Cephas ('. Ohilds, a noted line 
engraver and subsequently Weil 
known in various capacities as a 
publisher and in public life, formed 

a partnership with lieorylnman, 

a portrait painter, for the special 
purpose of engaging in lithography, 
and it was with Childs that the 
and dumb artist as he approached 
the years of manhood learned the 
mysteries of the process, and in a 
short, time he became a trusty as 
sistant. 

Until his death, which took place 
toward thoolose of (he Civil War, al 
■re of fifty-live, his work is said 
to have been nnsiii passed for its 
finish and correctness, and no name, 
locally, al least, probably stood 
higher in that pursuit lhan Albert 
Newsain's.

In considering the deaf-mute as an in- 
dividual, Dr. Oallaudct held that 
ever method is taken in their instruction, 
deaf-mutes are a special class. Th 
a peculiar people and will ever remain such 
in many respects, then being inherent 
difficulties which they never can overcome 
until the time arrives when all human 
imperfections will he removed. He desired 
deaf-mutes to take the highest positions, 
hut he was not discouraged if tin 
Compelled to live in a quiet, unobtrusive 
way, anil, if, perchance, they made mis- 
takes in language, provided they tried to 
lead a moral and correct life, and do their 
full duty in that state of life to win- 
had called them, he respected them and 
loved them. He believed it was possible 
deaf-mutes with ordinary faculties

bearing in society. Wherever deaf-mutes 
aploved, lie urged that they should 
he treated upon their merits as individuals.

Tho moon is a satellite of our 
earth and is much smaller, its dia- 
meter being only about 2,000 miles, 
while that of the earth is 7,'-' 
miles. The moon's distance from 
the earth is 240,000 miles and it re- 
volves around the earth once in 
days. T.ike the earth the moon is a 
cool body and therefore gives out 
no light of its own, bat reflect* light 
which shines upon it from the sun. 
Some of you wonder why w» see only 

fart of the moon much of the time. 
t is because il changes its position. 
When it gets between the earth and 
the sun, the sun shines only on that 
side of the moon which is next to it ; 
this leaves Ihe side that is next to 
the earth dark and we can not see 
it. 

the moon moves on in ita 
orbit, we can see just a little of the 
pan upon which the sun is shining 
and it looks like a crescent iu the 
heavens and we say, " There is a 
new moon." 

As it passes farther on in its orbit 
each night, we see a little more, un- 
til we see half the part shone OB 
finally when the moon reaches the 
position where the earth is between 
it and the sun, we see the whole 
part that the sun shines on and say, 
"The moon is full," for it n 
full-orbed iu the east when the sun 
sinks in the weet. It then rises 
later and looks smaller aach night, 
till at length, lost trom sight it 
rises about the s.tm, lime as the sun 
and soon becomes Ihe welcome n 
moon again. 

When we look at the moon 
through a telescope the MalfjsBS is 
lo be covered with mountains, 
valleys and plains. Jn 

of the mountains ,-ue higher than 
Mont Blanc in Europe. There 1 
no indications of air or water on 
ihe moon — no river, seas or lakes, 
but everything is barren and de- 
e. If there is no water, there 
can be no clouds to shade it from 
the sun, and no dew or rain to 
water it. If there ^ no air around 
it there can be no sound heard 
I here. 

In looking at the moon we alwa 
(be same things, therefore we 
know that we can see only one side 
of it, the other side being alwn 
turned from us. As the rotation of 
the earth, makes the day of the earth, 
so the rotation of t! makes 

the days of the in, km 

the moon about u month to to!:, 
once, its day is nearly thirty times 
as long as ours. You can see tl. 
the sun shines iheie without inter- 
mission for about fifteen of our days, 
raisiug a very high temperature.
